the rayes of whoſe devotion the 
Ignorant vulgar found oftimes 
the way to Heaven. 

To be t{hort, fuch was their 
ſeverity to themſelves, their 
kindneſs to their friends, and 
laſtly, which exceeds all, thetr 
fervency in their Religion to 
their God, that all the world ad- 
mir'd them : ard Monks were 
in thoſe elder times of fo ſacred 
eſteem, that from the Throneto| 
the Gentleman there was ſcarce 
any family ſo1rreligious, but one, 

| 


or other of their Iſſue was de- 
voted to the Cloyſters. | 

Let us next caſt our eye upon 
the rules and preſcripts by which 
they order'd their lives and con- 
verſations, which was of two 
ſorts : 

1. The Rules for their devo- 
tion: 

2. Their Rules of morality : 
Both which we ſhall find exceed- 
ingly ſevere and rigid 3 ſuch as, 
I fear, the looſer gallants of our 


age, 


| 
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age would forfeit Heaven 
ſooner than obſerve. _ 

1. Then for their Rules of 
devotion : They ſerved God 
ſeven times a day 3 

1. At Cock-cowingz becauſe 
the Pſalmiſt ſaith, Ax midnight 
will I praiſe the Lord; and 
woſt conceive (laith my author) 
that our Saviour roſe from the 
dead at that time. 

2. Matutine : Ar the firſt 
hour, or fix of the clock, when 
the Jewiſh morning ſacrifice vas 
offer'd,and at what time Chrilt's 
Reſurrection was by Angels firſt 
notified to the women. by 

3. At the third hour, or nine 
of the clock before noen, when 
according to St. Mark, Chriſt 
was condemned and icourged 
by Pilate. 

4. At the ſixth hour, crtwelve 
of the clock, at high noon, when 
Chriſt was crucified and darkneſs 
was over the whole earth. 

5. At the ninth hour, orthree 
of the clock in the afternoon, 
when 
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when Chriſt gave up the Ghoſt, 


which was an hour of publick 


prayer in the Temple, and pri-' 


vately 1n his cloſet with cor- 
nelius. 


6. Veſpertine, at the twelfth I 


hour, or fix of the clock in the 
afternoon, when the evening ſa- 
crifice was offered in the Temple 


and when Chriſt is ſuppoſed ta- | 


ken down from the Croſs. 
7.At ſeven of theclock atnight, 

(or the firſt hour beginning the 

noQturnal twelve)--when Chriſt's 


agonie was conceived to begin. | 


Thus much for their devoti- 
eon; let us next take a proſpect 
of their moral way of living, and 
we ſhall ſee them out-do the 
Stoicks for ſtriftneſs of beha- 
viour 3 which take as followeth: 

I. No Monk was to go alone 


but alwayes two together, that 
ſothey might have both zeſtem 


honeſtatis &® monitorem pictatis;; 
and this was done in ſome imita- 
tion of Chriſt's ſending his Diſct- 
ples. to preach two and two be- 
fore 
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fore his face, that ſo they might 
alternately caſe one another. 

2. Theywereto faſt on Wed- 
neſdayes and Frydayes til] three 
a clock (except between Eaſter 

and Whitſunday.) 

'T Z3. In Lent, they were to faſt 
'Þ till ix a clock at night. 

4. No Monk was to ſpeak a 
{ word in the RefeCtory or Hall 
when they were at their meals. 

5. They were to liſten to the 
Lecturer reading Scripture to 
them whilſt they fed them- 
& ſelves. 
| 6. The completory was to be 
ſung ſolemnly. about ſeven aty 
night : It was called Completory, 
becauſe it completed the duties 
of the day. This ſervice was 
concluded with that verſicle of 
4 the Plalmiſt, Set a watch 0 Lord 
| before my mouth, and keep the 

| door of my lips. 

| + .7. None was to ſpeak a word 
after the Completory ended : 

but to haſten to their beds, 


T his filence, ſaith my author, 
was 
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was ſo {tritly obſerved by ſome 
that they would not ſpeak 
though aſlailed by thieves, to 
make diſcovery in their offence. 

8. The Monks were to {leep 
together in beds by them(elves, 
if poſtible in one room (called 
the dormitory.) 

9. They were toſleep intheir 
clothes girt with girdles. 

10. The youth was not to lie 
by themſelves but mingled with 
their Seniors, that their gravity 
might awe them into good be- 
haviour. 

I1. The Infants incapable of 
e2xcommunication were to be 
corrected with rods : ſuch as 
were under the age of fifteen 
were accounted infants. 

12, The offenders in ſmall 
faults, whereof the Abbot was 
ſole Judge were to be only ſe- 
queltred from the table —— 

Small faults] as coming after 
grace to dinner, breaking, 
though caſually, the earthen 
Ewer wherein they waſht their 
hands, 
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hands, being out of tune in ſet- 
ting the Pſalms, taking any by 
the hand. (as a Preface forſooth 
to wantonneſs,) receiving letters 
from, or talking with a friend 
vVithout leave trom the Abbot, 
QC. 

From the Table] Such were 
to eat by themſelves and three 
hours after the reſt, until they 
had made ſatisfaction. 

13. The offenders in 'greater 
faults, viz. Theit, Adultery &c-. 
to be ſuſpended from the table 
and prayers. 

14. None was to converſe 
with any excommunicate perſon 
under the pain of excommunt- 
cation. 

15. Incorrigible offenders

{were to be expelled the Mo- 


naſtry. 

16. An expelled brother be- 
ing. readmitted on promile of 
his amendment was to be ſet laſt 
In order, luling his former Seni- 
ority.

times, or was thrice caſt out for 

his miſdemeanours might not 

any more be received. 

17. The bed of every Monk 
was to have a matt, blanket,rugg 
and pillow 3 no down, feathers 
nor flock uſed by them, nor no 
linnen worn by their bodies. 

18. The Abbot was to be 
choſen by the merits of his lite 
and learning, 

19. He was never to dine 
alone, and when gueſts were 
wanting, he wastocall ſome bre- 
thren uato his table,ſuchas.were 
relieved by his hoſpitality were 
by canonical Criticks ſeCted into 
tour ranks, v2.

That 
the Monks of this Order by their 
Founders rule were to eat no- 
thing but filh except upon fome 
ſpecial occaſion z which puts me 
in mind of a remarkable ſtory 
concerning two Monks of this 
Order, who being taken captives 
by ſome T#rk7/h Pirats, were by 
them proſtituted unto the pride 
and ſcorn of the Imperious $lg 
tar, who finding them by their 


habits to be men in Orders, and' 


learning from them that they 
owned the rules of St. Bennet , 
He began to be much inquiſitive 
concerning the rules of their 
profeſſion, and eſpecially con- 
cerning their diet, demanding 
of them whether the ſeverity of 
their profeſſion would permit 


them to drink wine and eat fleſh? 
who

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who modeſtly reply*d,that ſome- 
what of wine by their rules they 
were allowed to drink and to cat 
fiſh---- but from fleſh ( except 
upon ſome eminent occaſion ) 
they were totally debarred. 

The ſubtle Mahometar hearing 
this preſently commanded, that 
in their confinement they ſhould 
have two fair women to attend 
them, and that their fare ſhould 
be inlarged : debarring them 
from fiſh and wine their uſual 
diet, he orders them plenty of 
fleſh and water : — The inno- 
cent Fathers whoſe ſublimer 
Choughts were fix't on contem- 
plations far above the frailty of a 
womans beauty, fall to their un- 


_ uſual fare like men that had 


good appetites,and pledge them- 
ielves with thofe cold draughts, 
with as great content as doth the 
Epicure with hisChiaz wines,not 
minding thoſe fair baits that had 
been laid to entrap them with (I 
mean the women; ) which when 
the inquiſitive Szltar under- 

| | | ſtood, 
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ſtood, he chang'd their fare, and 
the next day affigns them fiſh and 
wine their Founders diet, and 
the ſame waiters to attend their 
motion, They eat and drink 
ſuſpeCcting no deſign; their hearts 
grow merry and theirbellies full, 
when loe the treacherous wine 
ſteals to their ſober brains, at- 
taques their reaſon, and their 
giddy heads grow light asare the 
women they admire. Their eyes 
onceſhut to vanity are now like 
caſements open*'d wide to let in 
luſt. Their tongues which once 
could charm heavens ears are 
now tuning amours to pleaſe ? 
filly woman. Tobe ſhort, they . 
that had been usd to faſt and 
pray , to penance, and all the 
hardneſs of a Chriſtian life, do 
now molt tamely and cheaply 
degenerate into ſoftneſs and ef- 
feminacy, and are betray'd into 
the embraces of thoſe ſinful wo- 
men. 

So have I ſeen a ſtubborn flint 
at firſt reſiſt the fury of an ham- 
C 4 mers 
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mers ſtrokes, reſcuing it ſelf un- 
broken & intire in {pight of the 
oppolers malice 53 when being 
remov'd unto ſome {ſofter place, 
laid on ſome downy bed oreafie 
cuſhion, it hath fallen 1n pleces 
with leſs violence and more eaſe. 

The Antichriſtian Prince 1s 
. glad to ſee them ſo diſguiſed, 
and takes occaſion to upbraid 
their Saint, that gave them ſuch 
wild rules. Commending much 
the wiſdom of their Mahomet, 
who reſtrain'd them not from 
fleſh, that hurts not mind nor 
body, but forbids them drinking 
G%ine, which wrongs the body 
and beſots the underſtanding, 
making the wiſeſt perſon act a 
ſcene of folly, and become an ap- 
pellative of ſcorn and laughter 
to his more ſober beholders. An 
excellent leſion for us all dab- 
{erve,although an heathen ſpake 
Ti 
Of the original of Monks, &&*c. 


The occaſion of this their re- 
| tirement 
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tirement and ſolitude was not 0- 
riginally voluntary but rather 
compullive and forced. 

For when perſecution like a 
ravenous Eagle or rather Har- 
py had expanded her talons, and 
menaced deſtruction and immI1- 
nent ruine to ſuch as owned 
Chriſtianity 3 then did good and 
devout Chriſtians, that they 
might ſerve God with more ſate- 
ty and greater ſecurity, with- 
draw-themſelves from the {1zht 
though not the malice of their 
perſecutors,betaking themſelves 
unto the wilderneſs and cloſer 
deſarts, expecting rocks anul 
ſtocks, and the wild forragers of 
the woods more merciful than 
cruel man. 

So have I ſeen united Covies 
range a field together gleaning 
the ſhatterings of the pregnant 
ſhocks, when loe a treacherous 
Spaniel hath betray'd their 1o- 
ciable haunts, and rudely broke 
in upon their cloſe retirements 3 
then ha”e the affrighted birds 

; broke 
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broke up their leagues, and ſe- 
verally ſought out new fields for 
{uccour. 

So did our Primitive Chriſtt- 
ans at firſt cohabit and enjoy the 
pleaſures ofa {ociableand friend- 
ly life, exchanging love and 
friend{hip one with th' others 
no.wild conceit t' immure them- 
ſelves alive, and court calamities 
had yet poſleſt their ſober brains: 
Nor was there ſo much ſandGity 
ſuppos'd in a blind cell, or an 
attcced cowle as lince there is : 
But afterward,when perſecution 
had broke in, and diſturbed 
tfieir friendly leagues, for pre- 
ſervation of their hves and reli- 
gion they unwillingly brake oft 
{acieties and fled unto the de- 
ſarts to expect ſecurity : But 
whenthe beams of Chriſtianity 
had diſpelled thoſe clouds of 
Peganiſme, and the ſtorms of 
perſecution ceaſed ———— 
Then did they return unto 
their old imployments forſaking 
the delſarts, and the wild am- 

buſcadoes 
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buſcadoes of the mountains , 


trading together midſt their. 


cities plenty , improving both 
their friendſhip and their wealth, 

But as in all ages of the world 
there were ſeveral and diffter-nt 
conſtitutions of men, ſome of a 
more jovial and ſociable nature

The number of which Sepa- 
ratiſts grew ina ſmall time into 
exceſs, owning no ſuperiority 
but their own wills, nor no rules 
but ſuch as every one {hould 
preſcribe himſelf.

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I. The firſt that regulated 
them, and ſubjected them to 
rales was St. Baſel a Prielt in 
Ceſarea the chief City of Cap- 
padocia,in the year of grace 300, 
who built a ſpacious Monaſtry 
in Armenia, containing above 
3000 Monks. - This St. Baſt is 
reputed to be the firſt builder of 
Monaſtries. 

2. Next to him St. Auſtiz 1n- 
ſtituted a Religious Order. He 
was born in the Caſtle of Tegaſ# 
in Carthage about the year of our 
Redemption 358. His Fathers 
name was Patricizs, his Mothers 
410nica, by whoſe intreaties, and 
the Sermons of St. Ambroſe, he 


was drawn from the errours of 


the Maxichees, He died of a 
feaver at Hippo,when he had ſit- 
ren forty years inthatBiſhoprick, 
being ſeventy fix years of age,on 
the fifth of the Kalends of Sep- 
tember, leaving to poſterity two 
hundred and thirty books of his 
own writing.

death of St. Auſtin, St. Benedid, 
alias St. Bennet appeared to the 
world, whois accounted the Pa- 
triarch and Father of all the 
Monks in Ewrope. He was born 
in Umbria, a Region 1n 7taly, of 
the Noble Family of Regards; 
his Fathers name was Propre, his 
Mothers Abundantia. He Was 
ſent to Rome at the age of ten 
years to learn the liberal Arts: 
but being weary of the tumults 
and war during the Reign of J«- 
ſtinian the Emperour, he retired 
himſelf from thence intoa de- 
ſart near $ublack, a town ſom 
forty miles from Rome, where, 
the fame of his integrity and ho- 
lineſs of life drew people from all 
parts to ſee him, . He gathered 
the Monks of 7taly together, 
gave them a rule 1n writing , 
cauſed them to be called Bere- 
diGines or Monks of St. Beret, 
and lived till he had ſeen twelve 
Monaſtries filled with them. 
After his death this Order wow 
O 
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ſo popular, that there have been 
of it twenty nine Popes, 200 
Cardinals, 1603 Archbilhops , 
4.500 Bilhops, and 50000 cano- 
nized Saints. Their habir 1s a 
looſe gown of black reaching 
down to the ground with an 
hood of the ſame, an under gar- 
ment of white woollen, and 
boots ontheir legs. 

The fourth and Jaſt that 
preſcribed Orders wasSt. Francis 
of 4ſſzs 1n the Dutchy of $polets. 
He was bred a Merchant, but pre- 
ferring the gain of ſouls before 
that of worldly goods; he be- 
took himſelf unto the ſtudy and 
Hrofteſſion of Divinity, going 
himſelf barefoot, and behaving 
himſelt very penitently : 5 Where- 
upon great ſtore of Diſciples fol- 
lowed him, to whom he preſcri- 
bed a rule by which they are 
bound to protels abſolute beg. 
gery, and are not permitted to 
carry any money about them, or 
more victuals than will ſerve at 


preſentthemſelves and brethren.

By the death of every Abbot, 
&c. the King by his Preroga- 
tive was-to have his Ring, Cup, 
Palfry and kenxel of Hounds, fox 
which he was wont to iflue gut 
a Writ to his Eſchaetor to ſeiſe 
theſame.

which this our Abby ) Whole 
grandeur and haughtineſs was 
ſach, that they would not pre- 
ſently fall, had their foundations 
terribly ſhaken by it. Inſomuch, 
that within two years after, like 
crazy buildings whom a ſtorm 
had weakned, moſt of the Reli- 
gious Houſes in Exglazd calmly 
and tamely,rather by inſinuation 
and flattery than violence, yield 
themſelves to fate, and their 
intereſt in their lands into the 
Ko of 4.5.

And with this pittance were 
they pack'd away,turn'd out of 
their warmand hoſpitable Cloy- 
ſters into the cold and unchari- 
table world , where dig they 
could not, and to beg they were 
aſhamed; their fingers were e1- 
ther too ſtiff (as one faith) by 
Teaſon of old age, to begin naw 
to bow to a manual trade, or 
hands too ſoft (becauſe of their 
tender breeding) to take pains 
in a laborious vocation. 

What a ſad condition theſe mi- 
ſerable wretches were in, I will 
leave to the Readers tender

And now ( the pees being 
flown) let us alittle conſider the 
ſtrange havock was made by a 
pack of drozes within their h;ves. 
For although that ſome profit 


| was raiſed by the pilching of the 
Monaſtries of their Plate, &c. to &#aurar. 
the Kings Exchequer, yet the far 3+ 


greateſt part of the prey came to 
others hands. Inſomuch that ma- 
ny. private mens Parlours were 
hung with Altar-cloths, their ta- 
bles & beds covered with Copes 
inſtead of Carpets and Coverlies, 
and many made caroufing cups of 
the ſacred Chalices, as once Bel- 
ſhazger celebrated his drunken 
Feaſts in the ſanCified velſlels of 
the Temple. It was a ſorry houſe; 
and not worth the naming which 
had not ſomewhat of this furni- 
ture in it, though it were only a 
fair cuſhion made of a Cope or 
Altar-cloth to adorn their win- 
dows, or make their chairs ap-

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I ſhall now briefly conclude my 
ſurvey of this Abby with this re- 
markable Memozre. That neither 
the Abbot of this houſe, or any 
of his Brethren were detected or 
branded with any crooked or ir. 
regular deviation from the paths 
of honour and vertue, but with 
all ſincerity and faithfulneſs they 
are found to have led their lives 
in this their ſequeſtration and re- 
tirement fiom the world, inno- 
cent as Doves and harmleſs as 
Sheep.-—— None of thole black 
and hainous crimes of Fornica- 
tion and Adultery beiog cbarg'd 
on their accounts.

This Priory ſunk into decay 
long before the general diflolu- 
tion, for that their poverty was 
ſuch, that they were unable ro 
ſupport their due number of Vo- 
taries according to the preſcri, 
ption of their Founder.

The firſt Major of the Palace 
obvious in the French Records 
was one Armnulphus, deſcended 
lineally from Utilo the ſecond, 
Son of Theodon the firſt Duke, 
and Nephew of Aldegarizs the 
laſt King of the Bazarians or 
Bavariansz which Utilo being 
a Martial and Magnanimous 
Prince, and having by the in- 
vitation and influence of Theo- 
dorick the firſt King of Auſtra- 
ſta or Metz repelV'd the Danes, 
then miſerably infeſting the 
Coalts of Lower Germany, was 
oy Him made Warden of thoſe 
Marches, honour'd with the 
marriage of his Daughter Clo- 
tilda, and liberally endowed 
with fair Poſleſſions in that 
Tract. To Arnulphus (who had 
abandon'd the world and died 
Biſhop of Metz, dnno 641) ſuc- 
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Ceeded his Eldeſt Son Anſegiſus 
who drew unto himſelt the ma- 
nagerie of the whole eſtate, 
and he deceaſing in the year 679 
tranſmitted his Authority and 
Office to his Nephew Aartin 
Son to Perdulphus his younger 
Brorher, but he being deſtroy- 
ed OY Ebronizs a bloody Com- 
petitor, Pepix (til'd the Far , 

Son of Anſegiſms, to explate his 
Counixis murder, cru{h'd all the 
oppolite FaCtions, - and upon 
their Ruines, roſe and reach'd 
the Honour to himſelf : And 


having much imyrov'd the At- 


fairs of France by ns conqueſt 
of the Sweves, and Friſons, de- 
ceaſed in the year 704, and be- 
queath'd this Office ro his Na- 
tural Son ( for Grimold his only 
lawfull Son , and Theobald the 
Son of Grimold expired not long 
before him) Charles begotten 
on his Concubine Alheida from 
his martial proweſle ſo (ignally 
exempliticd at the batte] of 
L 3 Torrs 
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Tours (where he not only rout- 
ed a prodigious Army of Moors 
and Saracens, but likewiſe after 
wrung Languedoc trom the Goths 
and Moors, and annex'd it to 
the Gallique Diadem) ſurnamed 
Marte), and could have ealily 
aſcended the Throne, and graſp- 
ed the French Scepter, but that 
his Maxime was, He had rather 
rule a King than be One. To 
him ſucceeded his Eideſt Son 
Carolomain 4n. 741 wholway'd - 
this Office but a year, and then 
convey'd it to his: Brother Pe- 


pir, who being not ballaſt with 


that moderatton as was his Fa- 
ther , upon a pretence of an 
Election of Pope Zacharie af. 


famed the Scepter by depoſing,

ſhaving and confining that in- 
fortunate Prince Chilperick to a 
Monaltry ; but be dreading that 
the puwer of this Officer which - 
had given him opportunity of 
Uſurping the Regal Diadem, 
would again ſupplant and dil. 

lodge 


lodge him, retrench'd its Juriſ- 
diction, and contracted it into 
a narrower channel, by conſt!- 
tuting a Sexeſchal, whole Do- 
minion was to reach no farther 
than his Family. And though 
this Office began to re-flouriſh 
under Hugh Capet who planted 
it in Odo Earle of Champaigne, 
and after inveſted it inthe Dukes 
of 4njou, yet it could. never 
ſpread it ſelf into that extent of 
Authority , as into that it did 
originally diffuſe it ſelf, but re- 
mains at this inſtant only a {ke- 
leton of its former Grandgeur, 
being fallen under the Denomi- 
nation of Grand Maſter of the 
Kings Houſehold. and 1s lodg'o 
in the preſent Prince of Conde. 
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
